S-R.O. 23-E.—Whereas draft of the Deolali Cantonment (Division into Wards) 
Rules, 1975 was published with the notifleation of the Government of India 
In the Ministry of Defence No. SRO Il-E dated the 18th February, 1975 in the 
Gazette of India Extraordinary Part II Section 4, dated the 20th February 1975 
as required by section 31 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), for inviting 
objections and suggestions from all the persons likely to be affected thereby till 
the 21st April, 1975; 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to the public on the 
20th February, 1975; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions were received from any person 
before the date so specified; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the said 
Act and in supersession of the Deolali Cantonment (Division Into Wards) Rules, 
1967, the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, namely;—■ 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be called the Deolali 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Division of Cantonment Into Wards.—For the purpose of holding elections 
to the Cantonment Board, Deolali, the Deolali Cantonment shall be divided into

BOUNDARIES OF WARDS 

Ward No. I. —The boundary of this ward begins from the junction of Anand 
Road with Gurudwara Road and runs In a southemly direction upto the North- 
Eastern corner of Market Street—from where it turns South-East along Chond- 
bhai Lane upto the junction of the Lane with Mlthai Street. From the said 
mnction the boundary runs In Norh-Easterly direction along Mithal Street to 
the Cantonment Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 1 and thence in a Northernly direction 
along Cantonment Bazar Boundar,y upto Cantonment Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 
2, from where it turn.s westward and runs along the southern side of Anand 
Road to it.s junction with Gurudwara Road, that Is to say the starting point. 

Ward No. H. —The boundary of this ward begins at the junction of the Anand 
Road with Gurudwara Road and runs west along south side of Anand Road upto 
its junction with Army Service Corps Butchery Road. From that point the 
boundary runs North-wards along the Butchery Road to meet the North east 
corner the boundary of Edward Hotel then turns westward.^ along Northern 
boundary of Edward Hotel upto its North west corner. Then the boundary turns 
south-wards along the Western boundary of Edward Hotel to meet Lawrence 
Road. The boundary thereafter runs westward along South side of Lawrence 
Road upto its junction with Allemby Road. From there it runs in a south 
westerly direction along the south side of Lawrence Road to meet the North 
Nullah. From there the boundary turns south east and runs along the Northern 
side of North Nullah upto its Junction with Wellman Road and then turns South 
ward along the East side of WeUman Road upto its junction with Dhondi Road. 
Thereafter, the boundary turns Eastward and runs along the North side of 
Dhondi Road upto its junction with Temple Hill Road and Napier Road. From 
this point, the boundary continues Eastward along the North side of Napier 
Road to meet the Rest Camp Road. From that point, the boundary continues 
to run along Rest Camp Road upto the turning point of the road near Northern 
boundary of Electrical and Mechanical Engineer and turns Northward arid tuns 
along the Western side of the Rest Camp Road (Veer Sarvarkar Marg) upto the 
large culvert over the North Nullah—from where the boundary turns westward 
and passes through Bazar Boundary Pillar No. 17, 13 and 12. Thereafter, the 
boundary turns North-east to meet the Main street and runs along that Street 
after crossing the North NuUah upto its junction with Warner Road. Then the 
boundary turns Northward and runs along Western side of Warner Road upto 
Its junction with Mithai Street. Then it runs towards North east along the 
Northern side of Mithal Street to its junction with Chandbhoi Lane. From this 
point, the boundary turns Northward and runs along the Western side of 
Chandbhni Lane upto the junction with Gurudwara Road. Then it runs in the 
same direction along Gurudwara Road upto its junction with Anand Road, that 
is to say, the starting point. 

Ward No. III. —The boundary of this ward begins from Cantonment Bazar 
Boundary PiUar No, 1 where the Bazar Boundary meets Mithai Street. It runs 
in a south westerly direction along the Southern edge of Mithal Street upto its 
junction with Warner Road and from there it turns southward to run along 
Warner Road to meet main Street and the boundary turns westward to run 
along Northern edge of Main Street upto its Junction with the NaUah near Bazar 
Boundary PlUar No. 12. From there the boundary turns eastward and runs 
along the Nullah passing through Bazar Boundary Pillar No, 13 upto Bazar 
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Boundary Pillar No. 17. From there the boundary turns North and runs alone 
Cantonment Bazar Boundary passing through pillar No. 21 and 22 to BazaJ 
Boundary Pillar No. 1, that Is to say the starting point. ^ 

Ward No. IV.—The boundary of this ward begins from the junction of Allemby 
Road and Lawrence Road and runs north along the Eastern edge of AUemby 
Road upto its junction with Warner Road—from where it turns north and runs 
along the Eastern edge of Warner Road upto Cantonment Boundai-y Pillar No. 30 
From there the boundary rung Eastward along the Cantonment Boundary passing 
Pillars No, 3ti, 37 and 38 upto PiUar No. 39 on the Eastern side of the Central 
Railway Main Line. From there the boundary runs southward along Cantonment 
boundary passing pillar Nos. 4ft, 41, 42 and 43 upto the junction of the said 
boundary with the NaUah near Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 44. From there 
the boundary runs North West direction to run along the Northern edge of the 
aforesaid NaUah upto Its junction with Second Culvert on Lam Road. From 
there the boundary runs Southward along the Western edge of Lam Road to its 
junction with Anand Road. From that junction the boundary runs Westward 
along the Northern edge of Anand Road upto its junction with Butchery Road. 
From there it goes Northward along the Butchery Road to meet the North eastern 
corner of boundary of Edward Hotel from where it runs Westward along Northern 
boundary of Edward Hotel upto Its North West corner. It then rung Southward 
along Western boundary of Edward Hotel to meet Lawrence Road. The boundary 
then runs Westward along Northern edge of Lawrence Road upto its junction 
with Allemby Road, that is to say, the starting point. 

Ward No. V.—The boundary of this ward begins from the junction of a small 
Nallah and the Cantonment Boundary near Pillar No. 44—East of the Central 
Railway Main Lines and runs Southward along the Cantonment Boundary passing 
pillar No. 45—to pUlar No. 46. From there the boundary turns South-East and 
follows the Cantonment Boundary passing through Pillars No. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 8, 9 and 10 to Pillar No. 11. From where the boundary turns Southward and 
following the Cantonment Boundary and passing Pillar No. 12 It goes upto PiUar 
No, 13 near the Eastern bank of the Darna River. From there the boundary 
turns Westward and follows the Ca<ntonnient Boundary—South of the Darna 
River and passing pillars No. 14, 15, 16 and 17 goes upto Pillar No, 18 trom 
where It turns Northward and follows the Cantonment Boundary passing Pillars 
No. 18/1, 18/2, 18/3, 18/4, and 18/5 goes upto Pillar No, 18/6 which is situated 
near the Central Railway Main Line. From there the boundary runs Northward 
along the Central Railway Line to the junction of that line with the small Nallah 
at the North-Eastern corner of the MiUtary Engineering Service area In Deolali 
Cantonment. From there the boundary turn.s west and North and runs along 
the Eastern edge of Rest Camp Road to its junction with the big Nallah on the 
North-east of O.G. Lines—from where the boundary turns Westward end wns 
along the Southern edge of the said NaUah to Cantonment Bazar Boundary 
Pillar No. 17. From there the boundary turns North and runs along the Bazar 
Boundary through Pillars No. 21, 22 and 1 upto pillar No, 2, which is situated 
at the junction of the said Boundary with Anand Road. From there the boundary 
turns Eastward and runs along the southern edge of Anand Road upto the junc¬ 
tion with Lam Road. From there the boundary runs Northward along the eastern 
edge of Lam Road upto Its junction with second culvert of the Nallah, From 
there the boundary finally runs towards south east along the said Nallah upto 
its junction with the Cantonment Boundary near Pillar No. 44, that is to say, 
the starting point. 

Ward No. VI.—The boundarpr of this ward begins at the junction of Rest 
Camp (Veer Sawarkar Murg) with Napier Road, It runs m a Westerly direction 
along the South side of Napier Road upto Its junction with Temple Hill Road 
and Dhondi Road. From that point the boundary runs South-west ward along 
the southern edge of Dhondi Road upto its junction with Dhindori Road. Prom 
there the boundary runs South-east ward along the Eastern edge of Dhindori 
Road to its junction with the Cantonment Boundary near Pillar No, 22/2. From 
where the boundary runs South-west ward upto Cantonment Boundary PiUar 
No. 20/1.3. From there the boundary runs South-eastward along the Canton¬ 
ment Boundary passing through Pillars No. 20/12, 20/11, 20/10, 20/9, 20/8, and 
20/7 upto Pillar No, 20/6. From there the boundary runs South-westward along 
the Cantonment Boundary passing PiUars No. 20/5 and 20/4 upto Pillar No, 20/3. 
From there the boundary runs West and South-wand along the Cantonment 
boundary on the West of the Central Railway Loop Line upto fhe junction of 
that Line with the Central Railway Main Line at the South Eastern end of the 
Cantonment near the village Loan Shingve. From there the boundary turns 
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Eastward along the Cantonment Boundary upto the Northern bank of the Darna 
River. From there the boundary runs in an Easternly and Northern direction 
along the Cantonment Boundary and the Northern Bank of the Darna River, 
passing the llrst water Pumping Station on the Darna River upto Cantonment 
Boundary Pillar No. 20/1. Situated close to the second Water Pumping Station 
on the Darna River near Bhagur Village. From there the boundary skirts the 
said station and runs along the Cantonment boundary passing through Pillars 
No. 20, 18/17, 18/16, 18/15, 18/14. 18/13, 18/12, 18/11, 18/10 18/9, 18/8, and 18/T 
upto Pillar No, 18/6 which is situated near the Central Railway Main Line to 
the West of Deolall Landing Ground. From there the boundary runs along the 
West of the Central Railway Main Line pa.ssing through the Milne Line and the 
Military Engineering Service Area in Deolali upto the junction of Rest Camp 
Road with the Central Railway Main Line near South Nallah. From the said 
junction the boundary runs West and Northward along the Western edge of West 
Camp Road upto its junction with Napier Road, that is to say, the starting point. 

Ward No. VII.—The boundary of this warct begins at the junction of the 
Cantonment Boundary with Warner Road between the Cantonment Boundary 
Pillars No. 35 and 36 and runs Southward along the Western side of Warner Road 
upto the comer of Survey No. 82. From there it runs Eastwards upto its junction 
with the Allemby Road. From that point, the boundary runs Southwards along 
the West side of Allemby Road upto the junction of that Road with Lawrence 
Road. Thereafter, the boundary runs in a South Westerly direction along the 
Northern side of Lawrence Road upto its junction with North Nallah. From 
that point, the boundary turns South-east and runs along South side of North 
Nallah upto its junction with Wellman Road. From there the boundary runs 
Southwards along the West side of the Wellman Road upto its junction with 
Dhondi Road. From that point the boundary runs westwards along the North 
side of Dhondi Road upto its junction with Dhlndori Road. Ehrom there the 
boundary runs South-eastward along the Western edge of Dhindori Road upto 
its junction with the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 22/2. Prom there the 
boundary runs South-westwards along the Cantonment Boundary passing through 
Pillars No. 20/13, 20/14, 20/15, 20/16, 22/3, 22/4, 22/C and 23 upto PlUar No. 24. 
Prom there the boundary runs Northwards along the Cantonment Boundary 
passing Pillar No. 25 upto Pillar No. 26. From there the boundary runs North 
Eastwards and follows the Cantonment Boundary passing Pillar No. 27. 28, 29, 30, 
31, 32, 33, 34 and 35 upto its junction with Warner Road between Pillars No. 35 
and 36, that is to say, the starting point.
